MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 21.—Gius- 


eppe Zangara's grim joke on the 
existing social order had fallen 
flat today. 


In a breeze-sv'ept cell atop 


Dade-co's skyscraper court house, 
he awaited the time to begin serv- 
ing 80 long years in jail, for try- 
ing to kill President-Elect Roose- 
velt because he hated capitalists. 


If Zangara is able to think, he 


might think that a terrible price 
to pay for a laugh. That was all 
he got for his attempt to crash 
the pages of tragic history. 


It was the memory of his amaz- 


ing laughter that remained the 
day after his trial in the criminal 
court. 


When Zangara heard the sen- 


tence ^pronounced by Judge Col- 
lins, he burst into a roar of 
laughter. He shook with strange 
mirth as he literally was jerked 
from the court room 


The motive of Zangara in at- 


tempting to bill Mr. Roosevelt, 
but shooting instead five persons, 
including- Mayor Cermak of Chi- 
cago, remained a puzzle to the 
police today despite his volubility.

In smaller quantities, it is 
found in eggs, dried beans and peas, 
canned spinach and panned string 
beans. Vitamin G is found In very 
small quantities in corn products, 
wheat and rye flour, oatmeal, salt 
pork. lard, carrots and nee.

If present plans are adhered to, a great Italian air armada of 24 seaplanes will take off from Ortebello, 
Italy, on May 24, the anniversary of Italy's entry into the World War, for a flight across the Atlantic, its 
ultimate goal the Chicago Century ef Progress Exposition. 
Under the direction of General Italo Balbo, 


youthful Air Minister, plans have been prepared for the most ambitious venture in the history of aviation. 
General Balbo himself will lead the flight, as he led the previous mass flight from Rome to Brazil in De- 
cember, 1930. The planes to be used will be of the type employed in the Brazil flight. Each craft carries 
two pilots, a mechanic and a radio operator. The seaplanes, designed as bombers, have • large cargo capacity 
•which, in war-time, would be used lor explosives but in this instance will be utilized for carrying extra 
fuel. The probable route of the armada will be by way of England, Iceland, Greenland, Newfoundland and 
New York, then, by way of the Great Lakes, to Chicago. The tame thoroughness that marked General 
Balbo's mass fo 
ation flight of eleven planes to Brazil is being displayed in this more ambitious ven- 


ture. For some mouths past, Italian air officers have been making observations on climatic conditions over 
the North Atlantic, so that nothing nay be left to chance in insuring the success of the flight with the maxi-

In a desperate attempt to stem the growing unrest in Rum%nfarmember*'~ 
of the royal family have decided to ask King Carol to abdidrtS fail throne 
in favor of his son, Prince Michael, according to reports going the rounds 
of Bucharest. The rumored decision is »aid to have been made at a con- 
ference in which the Dowager Queen Marie, Princess Ileana, her bus- 
band, Archduke Anton, and the King and Queen of Jugoslavia partici- 
pated The conference is believed to have been the result of a recent 
piece of plain speaking by the veteran Marshal Alex Averescu, who com- 
mands the Rumanian Army. The Marshal, in complaining of the non- 
payment of his soldiers, drew a parallel between King Carol and a for- 
mer ruler of Romania, Prince Alexander Cuza, who lost ta» throne by 
popular revolution in 1S86. Prince Cuza. according to the general, w*« 
a gay blade, more devoted to wine, women and song than to affairs oi 
State, and he suffered the penalty. Although Marshal Averescu did not 
mention Carol by name, his hearers interpreted hi» remarks as an illu- 
sion to the King's laison with Mme. Magda Lupescu, for whom Carol 
renounced his royal birthright, but later repented. The Ted-haired 
beauty returned to Rumania soon after Carol remounted 4he throne and 
was installed in a palatial villa near the capital. The Lupetcu affair, 
combined with labor troubles, the depression and the growth of Cota- 
munism seems to be making Carol's place on the throne insecure. The 
action of his family in seeking to place Prince Michael in hw father s 
nlace is believed to be the only wav in which the dynasty can be saved.
